Theother paſlageis this ; 'Tiy 1g- 
norance (faith that learned Biſhop) to 
thinke that the [landing of the Holy 
Table there,yelijhes of Popery. Ther- 
tore, 1f it doe not ſo much as reliſh 
of popery,it can neither advance it,nor 
Uſher it in. And therefore this 1s a 
molt odious ſlaunder,and ſcandal caſt 
upon Us. 

So heres enough both for the Pra- 
iſe and Ryle of the Church of Eng- 
land ſince the Reformation.

Now when hee comes to make 
tis Proofes, they are almoſt all of 
them . particular, few or none generall 
and concludent , For hee neither 
brings T eflimontes out of the Gene- 
rall and recerved Rituals of the Ea- 

erne and Weiterne (hurches, nor of 


Fathers and Hiftories of the Church, 


wh 1 ch 
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which ſpeake in Cenerall termes of 

all, but where they ſpeak of particu- 
lar Churches only. 

So that ſuppoſe the moſt that can i 
be, thatis, ſuppoſe his quotations bee 
all truly alledged, and true too in the 

ſenſe that the «inifter takes them 

(though 1n very truth, the places, moſt 
ofthem,are neither truly alledged,nor 
{enſed,) yet they are but exceptions of, 
and exemptions from the General 
praftiſe. And you know bothin Law 
and Reaſon, Exceptio firmat Regulam 
innon exceptis. Sothatuponthe ſud- 
den I am notable to reſolve, whether 
this Miniſter hath donemore wrong 
to himſelfe or his Readers, tor he hath 
abuſed both. 

The others, thatinthe judgement 
of very many learned men, which 
have peruſed this book, the Author

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is clearely conceived towanta great 
deale of that /earying to which hee | 
pretends : or elie to have written this 
* Book whlly, and Reſolvedly againit 
both his ſcrence and his conſcience. 

And for my ownepart, | am fully of 
opinion, this Booke was thruſt now to 
the Preſſe, both to countenance thele 
Libellers, and as much as in himlay, 
rofire both Church and State. 

And though I wonder not at the 
Aimiſter, yet | ſhould wonder at the 
Biſhop ot the Dioceſſe (a man of lear- 
ning and experience )that he ſhould 
give Teſtimony toſuch a buſmeſſe,and 
inſuch times as theſe. 

And once more, before I I|.ave the 
Holy Table, Name, and Thing, give 
me leave to put youinminde, that 
there 1s no danger at all inthe Altar, 
Name, or Thing. For at the begin- 


ning 
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nmg of the Reformation,though there 
were a Lay forthetaking downe of 
the Altars,and ſetting up of Holy 7a- 
bles in the roome ofthem ; yetin ſome 
places the Altars were not ſuddenly 
removed.
